of widows and orphans leap for joy. But 

when it delights in favagely butchering tire 
human race, merely to gratify a fanguinary 
difpohtion, like mad Alexander where is 
the man who wnll not execrate fuch a frantic 
enthufiafm, and boldly hep forth to punifh 
the ruffian f 

Juftly then may we conclude all extremes 
are vicious ; a medium in the road which vir- 
tue keeps. If we do not fufficientiy exercife 
our paffions they will relax, become inaaiye, 
and lofe their native fprings 1— It we percife 
them too much, vre lhall tlrain, and in time 
deftroy their elahicity. But if we keep them
